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PRESIDENT’S NOTES .. . 


A. its annual April board meeting in Eugene, 
Oregon, your Board once again addressed the subject of 
associate, or supporting membership, to be granted to 
those who may possibly never attain the complete 
qualifications for becoming a QCWA member. For the 
most part, such individuals are those who have come 
into Amateur Radio late in life and will probably not 
achieve the 25-year requirement. 

While understanding this problem, the Board reat- 
firmed the long-time requirement for QCWA member- 
ship: licensed as a Radio Amateur 25 or more years ago 
and licensed as a Radio Amateur at the time of applica- 
tion for membership. 

This is as it should be. We are the Quarter Century 
Wireless Association and that organization name signi- 
fies 25 years... not 5, 10 or 15 or—as was once 
proposed—iicensed 15 years and holding a new FCC 10- 
year renewal assuring 25 years as a Ham! 

This is not to say that we don’t have a strong feeling 
for these “old-timers” in age who have shown an interest 
in QCWA. We do! The hand of friendship and fellow- 
ship should be extended to every single person who 
shows interest in our activities. 

Invite them to attend your meetings, luncheons or 
dinners. Invite them to be a part of any field trips or 
Chapter picnics. BUT, and this is a very important 
B-U-T, they may not become members of your Chapter 
or take any office in your Chapter. 

Some have said that other organizations, such as the 
Society of Wireless Pioneers, permit “relatively new” 
Radio Amateurs to join the organization. This may be 
so, but let’s take a look at some facts of life. 


Every new ham becomes eligible for 
QCWA ... in exactly one quarter century 


Tam an SOWP member qualified because of years-ago 
activity in military radio. My older son, WB2UZU, a 
qualified QCWA member, first licensed at eleven, can 
never claim wireless experience dating back to the 
“pioneer” stage. Organizations such as SOWP must 
accept younger members if the organization is to survive. 
because all of the “pioneers” will eventually operate in 
that radio shack on high. 

QCWA does not have that problem with potential 
membership. Every time a new ham is licensed, he or she 
becomes eligible for QCWA in a quarter century. Yes, 
the wait is sometimes barely sufferable. It was that way 
for me and many others. Especially more difficult for me 
because my Dad, W2GG/K4GG, was a Charter Mem- 
ber of QCWA and it was possible for me to attend 
many dinners and meetings in the New York City metro 
area with him. 

Wait twenty-five years!!! For a young kid, that is 
almost an insurmountable barrier! But wait I did and 


finally QCWA membership was mine. 

Some say that we should permit the association of the 
under-25 year persons because we need their membership 
and they are doing such a wonderful job working with 
QCWA Chapters now. 

Addressing the latter point first, they should not be 
doing anything formally, or officially, with the Chapter. 
Only QCWA members can be Chapter members and 
only Chapter members can hold office. It has come to 
our attention that several Chapters presently have non- 
QCWA members performing official, or officer, tasks. 
This should be corrected as quickly, and as painlessly, as 
possible. 

Chapter chairmen are directed to review their situa- 
tion and make whatever adjustments are necessary. We 
thank those who have shown such an important interest 
in supporting our activities and welcome them to con- 
tinue non-member association with us. 

Insofar as needing their membership. it is difficult to 
understand why non-qualified persons are so easy to 
recruit and qualified persons cannot be found for 
membership. Perhaps we need to do a better job of 
inviting membership and the Board Committee assigned 
this task will be looking for ways and means to assis' 
you in this membership program. Any ideas would be 
welcome. 

In the meantime, please understand that the situation 
has been completely discussed. Many of my “senior” 
friends here in my new adopted retirement home, 
Charlottesville, Virginia, fall into the category we are 
discussing. My Chapter 155 Chairman here in town 
always invites these folks to join us—whether the indi- 
vidual has been licensed 2 years or 20. “Join,” however. 
does not mean “become a member.” 

We understand that. . . the “senior” understands 
that . . . we hope that you also understand, too,

From the General Manager .. . 


O... again some correspondence has produced the topic for this 
column. I intend to use this information in the Hot Line Report as well as 
in the QCWA Journal. 

There seems to be some confusion about dues and the proper notifica- 
tion of members that their dues are due. or about to become due. 

Each quarter we bill all those whose dues will be come due during the 
next 90 days. This billing consists of a letter-type statement which lists the 
various dues payments and encourages the member to remit and maintain 
his/her membership in QCWA. We mail over a thousand notices every 
quarter to our members. In an attempt to make it easier we will, shortly, 
be mailing an envelope which will serve as a return envelope and thus 
make it handy for our members to respond. 

Secretaries should also really take a good look at the list of members 
that is sent to each Chapter each Fall. This lists the expiration of all those 
members listed on the printout and is a handy tool to add to their own 
chapter records to maintain membership. 

Another item on this printout is a place to maintain records of certifi- 
cates awarded to the members for membership longevity. Check the dates; 
how many of your members are cligible? Order the certificates and have a 
great Chapter meeting with awards being handed out to your members. 

You'll find abbreviated minutes of the April Board meeting printed in 
the News section of this issue (page 64). Two brief items in that report 
concern increased prices, and I want to repeat them here: due to increased 
costs to Headquarters, later this year we must raise the price of QCWA 
lapel pins with year tags from $10.00 each to $15.00 per pin. Also. three- 
year dues for United States QCWA members will soon be $35.00 (up 
from $30.00). Both increases will be effective October 1, 1993. 


A Review: 
40 + 5 Years of HF Mobileering 


Don Johnson, W6AAQ, who has been written about in this Journal 
several years ago, has in brought things to date in his new writing on 
mobile antennas and mobile installations. This time the manual is being 
published by World Radio and the printing is very well done.

I first saw this antenna 
at the NW Amateur Convention at Seaside, Oregon in the summer of 
1992. This is a big antenna. Inside is a cordless screwdriver used to 
resonate the antenna. It can be used on all bands and you do not have to 
leave the operating position to make any adjustments. A number of these 
units are in use and several have been obtained by governmental agencies 
for their own use, Don has outdone himself with this antenna.

Abbreviated Minutes: Board of Directors 
Meeting, Eugene OR, April 16-17 


The meeting was called to order by 
President Harry Dannals, W2HD at 
8:30 a.m. on April 16, 1993. Those in 
attendance were all Officers, Directors, 
General Manager and President Emeri- 
tus Smith. Absent was Director Art 
Miligan, W8SKW. 


President’s Report 


President Dannals advised that QCWA 
is no longer involved in the Heritage 
Museum in Omaha, NE.QCWA Char- 
ter members have been invited to the 
Convention in St Petersburg, FL this 
Fall. He remarked on the success of the 
Scottsdale, AZ Convention. 

At this point the Officers and Board 
congratulated President Dannals on 
being named “Ham of the Year” at the 
Dayton, OH convention. He com- 
mended Jack Troster, W6ISQ for his 
excellent articles in World Radio. 

The Directors’ Handbook needs to 
be revised and the Constitution and 
By-Laws Committee will undertake 
this and have it done by the Fall 
meeting. 

As of the time of this meeting the 
Nominating Committee has nomina- 
tions for all offices except that of 
Secretary. They also need nominations 
for one more Director. President 
Dannals urged Board members to 
suggest possible candidates to thiscom- 
mittee to help them complete the slate 
by July 31, 1993. 

Secretary’s Report. Secretary 
Swafford thanked everyone for their 
cooperation during the year. 

General Manager’s Report. Gen- 
eral Manager Walsh was granted per- 
mission to sell the Canon copy machine 
belonging to QCWA. He also sug- 
gested that the old IBM AT be written 
off the inventory. Moved and passed. 

In order to reduce the mailing costs 
for QCWA it would be necessary to

A new directory needs to be pub- 
lished this year.

The cost of the gold membership 
pins with year tags has increased and 
the price to the members needs to be 
raised. Moved and passed that these 
pins be raised to $15.00 each—the effec- 
tive date to be published in the Sum- 
mer issue of the Journal. 

QOCWA Journal. Vice President 
McCoy advised that if the Journal 
publication and the General Manager’s 
job could be separated it would be to 
the advantage of QCWA as a contin- 


gency measure for the future and would 
also relieve the workload of the Gen- 
eral Manager. Joe Lynch, N6CL of 
Oklahoma City was his choice as he 
had a bid for the printing that was 
much lower than is now being paid. 
Joe's cost as editor would be less than 
is currently being paid. Moved and 
passed that the functions of General 
Manager and the production and pub- 
lication of the Journal be separated. 
The details of this separation are to be 
worked out between Vice-President 
McCoy and General Manager Walsh.

Constitution and By-Laws. Revi- 
sions to the By-Laws were proposed by 
Ethel Smith and the committee and 
those changes are listed below. 


ARTICLE I 

Section 2. (a) 1. U. S. Members 
shall be those having U. S. zip code 
mailing addresses. 

2. U.S. Members shall hold full 
rights and privileges of membership 


including receipt of all regular publica- 
tions of the QCWA Journal and Mem- 
bership Directory. 

(b) 2. International Members shall 
hold full rights and privileges of mem- 
bership with the exception of receiving 
publications. 

3. Publications such as the OCWA 
Journal, Membership Directory and 
Hot Line Report may be purchased 
upon payment of the amount estab- 
lished periodically to cover costs of 
printing and mailing of the appropri- 
ate publications. 

Section 3. A person eligible for 
membership may apply by making 
application on the form prescribed and 
submitting the application to the Gen- 
eral Manager for approval. Upon ap- 
proval, the applicant shall be notified 
of his acceptance to membership. 


ARTICLE II 

Section 1, The Board of Directors 
shall establish dues for the various 
membership options. The current dues 
shall be published in each issue of the 
QCWA Journal. 


ARTICLE III 

Section 1. The Board of Directors 
shall have control over the property 
and affairs of the Association and shall 
fix its policies. It shall have the power 
to hold meetings, appoint committees, 
suspend, censure and take all necessary 
and proper steps to carry out the 
principles of the Association and pro- 
mote its best interests. It may retain 
general management responsibilities, 
appointing a General Manager and 
such other employees as may be con- 
sidered necessary and fix their com- 
pensation, or it may contract for general 
management service. 

Section 4. No Officer or Director 
shall receive remuneration for his ser- 
vices in any capacity. This is not to 
preclude reimbursements for docu- 
mented expenses approved by the 
QCWA Board from time to time. 

Section 6. A vacancy in the Board of 
Directors shall be deemed to occur 
upon the death or resignation of a 
member or upon his refusal to act. 
Such vacancies shall be filled by nomi- 
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nation and election by a majority vote 
of the Board of Directors. 

Section 7. The Board of Directors, 
at its discretion, may elect individuals 
to sit as Advisors to the Board. Such 
individuals may have a voice but not a 
ballot on the Board and may receive 
reimbursement for documented ex- 
penses only as specifically authorized 
by the Board. 

Section 8. Upon the termination of 
his term of office, each Director shall, 
within thirty days, return to the Gen- 
eral Manager all property of the Asso- 
ciation in his custody, including his 
copy of the Directors’ Handbook and 
QCWA banner. 

Section 9. Robert’s Rules of Order 
shall govern meetings of the Board of 
Directors and of the Association in all 
cases which are applicable. In the 
absence of any Standing Rules, the 
policies and procedures in the Direc- 
tors’ Handbook shall serve as Standing 
Rules. 


ARTICLE IV 

Section 1. The President shall pre- 
side at all meetings of the Association 
and of the Board of Directors. He 
shall, with the assistance of the General 
Manager, carry out the mandates and 
directives of the Board of Directors. 
He shall appoint such committees as 
the Board of Directors shall consider 
expedient or necessary. 

Section 3. The Secretary shall record 
the proceedings of all meetings of the 
Board of Directors. He shall promptly 
furnish copies of the minutes of these 
meetings to all members of the Board 
and a summary for publication in the 
QCWA Journal. He shall be respon- 
sible for maintaining the corporate 
status of the Association, filing all 
corporate reports and certificates which 
may be required. 


ARTICLE V 

Section 2. The Association’s direc- 
tory, year book, membership lists or 
other membership mailing facilities 
shall not be sold or made available to 
any non-member or organization with- 
out the prior approval of the Board of 
Directors. The General Manager shall 
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have authority, without prior approval 
of the Board, to supply mailing labels 
to candidates nominated for a Na- 
tional office. Mailing labels will be 
supplied at a cost basis as determined 
by the General Manager. 

Section 3. Subscriptions to the 
QCWA Journal may be accepted by 
the General Manager from persons 
not qualified for membership, upon 
receipt of payment of the fees pre- 
scribed in the current Directors’ Hand- 
book. 


ARTICLE VI 

Section 1. The regular election of 
Officers and ten (10) Directors shall be 
held in even numbered years. 

Section 3. A Nominating Commit- 
tee to select eligible candidates for the 
office of President, Vice President, 
Secretary, Treasurer and/or appropri- 
ate Director positions shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Directors, no 
later than October of the appropriate 
years. The Nominating Committee shall 
report to the Secretary and General 
Manager by July 31. The Committee 
will then be discharged. Nominations 
made by this Committee shall be re- 
ported in the Fall issue of the QCIWA 
Journal along with a call for petitions 
from the membership for additional 
nominations. 

Section 4. Nominations of Officers 
and Director candidates may be sub- 
mitted by the membership by petition 
signed by at least 25 members in good 
standing. Such petitions shall be re- 
ceived by the Secretary by December 
31 of the appropriate year. Upon 
receipt of such a petition, the General 
Manager shall. upon verifying the va- 
lidity of the petition and the eligibility 
of the candidates, cause the names of 
the candidates to be placed on the 
ballot along with those submitted by 
the Nominating Committee. Publica- 
tion of the list of all eligible candidates 
shall be made in the Spring issue of the 
QCWA Journal. 

Section 6. Ballots shall be mailed by 
May 15th of each election year to each 
member in good standing. The polls 
shall be open no less than 60 days after 


the date of ballot mailing. Election of 
candidates shall be by written ballot 
vote of a plurality of the members 
voting before the close of the polls on 
July 15. 

Section 8. Results of the election 
shall be published in the Fall issue of 
the QCWA Journal. Candidates shall 
be notified of the results of the ballot- 
ing via telephone within 24 hours of 
certification by the General Manager. 


ARTICLE VII 

Section 1. Chapters may be formed 
upon the approval of the Board of 
Directors. 

Section 2. (b) In order to obtain a 
charter a new Chapter must have at 
least ten (10) members. 

(d) Each Chapter shall elect from 
within its primary membership a Presi- 
den/Chairman, Secretary and Trea- 
surer, The office of Secretary and 
Treasurer may be combined. The Sec- 
retary shall be responsible for main- 
taining correspondence between the 
Chapter and QCWA Headquarters 
and shall file the Annual Chapter 
Report. 

(e) Each Chapter should assess and 
collect dues and shall maintain a mem- 
bership roster. Each Chapter should 
have a minimum of two meetings a 
year, of which one will be the Annual 
Meeting. Additional business and/or 
social meetings should be encouraged. 

(g) Chapters which fail to comply 
with all of the above requirements may 
have their charters suspended or with- 
drawn. Such chapters may be rein- 
stated upon application indicating they 
can again meet all requirements. 


ARTICLE IX 

Section 1. The By-Laws may be 
amended by a two-thirds vote of the 
Board of Directors present at any 
regularly called meeting of the Board 
of Directors. 

Moved and passed that the By- 
Laws amendments be accepted as pre- 
sented.

Proposal for Amateur Sec- 
ondary Use of 219-220 MHz 


FCC hasissued a proposal (ET Docket 
93-40) to allocate 219-220 MHz to 
amateurs on a secondary basis for 
amateur auxiliary station (point to 
point) packet backbone networks and 
other amateur point to point fixed 
communications. 

The NPRM proposes measures for 
coordinating amateur operations with 
the primary user, Automated Mari- 
time Telecommunications Systems 
(AMTS). Deadline for comment is 
June 15; for reply comments, July 15. 


Responsibility for Content of Relayed 
Messages 
On March 22 the FCC released an 
NPRM (in Docket 93-85) proposing a 
compliance policy for amateur stations 
participating in automatic message 
forwarding systems, to hold (only) the 
licensee of the station originating the 
message and the licensee of the first 
forwarding station primarily account- 
able for violative communications. 
Under this approach, licensees of 
stations that only retransmit messages 
within a high-speed message forward- 
ing system would not be held account- 
able for communications they forward 
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or their stations retransmit unwittingly. 
Deadline for comments is July 1; for 
reply comments, August 1. 


Use of 902-928 MHz 
FCC proposed, on March 11, greater 
use of this band for automatic vehicle 
monitoring (AVM) systems. 

The Commission's proposal, in PR 
Docket 83-61, is . to expand the 
service to encompass location of all 
objects, animate and inanimate, and to 
allow licensees to provide service on a 
private carrier basis to individuals, the 
Federal Government, and Part 90 eli- 
gibles.” 

Also proposed is renaming the sys- 
tem the Location and Monitoring Ser- 
vice (LMS), defining LMS as use of 
non-voice signalling methods from and 
to radio units for location purposes. 

/Ed. Note: in the U.S. allocation 
table, use of 902-928 MHz by amateurs 
is secondary to Government Radiolo- 
cation, and U.S. Footnote 275 (to the 
allocation table) says, in part: “the 
band 902-928 MI allocated on a 
secondary basis to the amateur service 
subject to not causing harmful interfer- 
ence to the operations of Government 
stations authorized to use this band or 
to the Automatic Vehicle Monitoring 
(AVM) systems.”] 


HF Automatic Control of Packet 
Radio 

On April 16 the FCC released a Public 
Notice announcing that the ARRL 
request, concerning authorization of 
automatically controlled HF data com- 
munications under certain circum- 
stances, has been assigned RM-8218. 

This is the latest and perhaps the 
final action on this matter, which has 
been under consideration for several 
years. Small band segments for this 
purpose were proposed by ARRL in 
all bands below 30 MHz except the 1.8 
MHz band. Band segments are listed 
in March QST, page 73. The deadline 
for comments was May 17, and for 
reply comments. June 1. 
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Proposed VHF/UHF Changes in 
FCC Rules 
Recently the FCC issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking (PR Docket 92- 
289) which would: (1) Create a small 
new “weak signal” subband 
(222,0-222.15 MHz) where repeaters 
would be authorized; (2) Authorize 
frequency privileges to Novice Class 
operators in the entire 222-225 MHz 
band; and (3) Allow Novice Class 
operators to be licensees and control 
operators of repeaters in the 222-225 
MHz band as well as in the 1270-1296 
segment of the 1240-1300 MHz band. 


Effects of RF Radiation 

The FCC has proposed, in Docket ET- 
93-62, changed guidelines for evaluat- 
ing environmental RF radiation, in 
line with guidelines adopted in 1992 by 
the ANSI (American National Stan- 
dards Institute) and the IEEE (Insti- 
tute of Electrical and Electronic 
Engineers, Inc.). 

Two “tiers” of exposure are now 
recommended: one for controlled envi- 
ronments and another, generally more 
restrictive, for uncontrolled environ- 
ments. 

The new guidelines include more 
complex and restrictive criteria con- 
cerning exclusions for low power de- 
vices such as hand-held radios, with 
allowable power decreasing as fre- 
quency increases.

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Harry Dannals, W2HD Honored as 
Dayton Hamvention: Ham of the Year 


Harry Dannals, W2HD was named 
April 24 as the Dayton Hamvention® 
Ham of the Year. He is currently 
President of Quarter Century Wireless 
Association (QCWA), and President 
Emeritus of the 
American Radio Re- 
lay League(ARRL), 
where he served as 
President from 1972 
to 1982. Harry was 
cited for his thirty 
years’ efforts on be- 
half of amateur ra- 
dio while in ARRL 
positions from Sec- 
tion Manager to 
President. 

Now 65, Harry 
was licensed in 1946 
as W2TUK. a 
callsign he held until 
receiving W2HD in 
1976. His father (now 
a Silent Key) was 
W2GG/K4GG, and a brother, Frank, 
(now living in Naples, FL) is W2DRL. 

He learned Morse code at age 10 
and not many years later was sending 
code practice to Naval Communica- 
tions reservists (his father was com- 
manding officer of a USNR 
communications unit on New York’s 
Long Island). Because his family moved 
often and World War II interrupted. 
Harry waited some nine years to get his 
first ham ticket. After moving from 
Long Island to Pennsylvania, Virginia, 
and the Canal Zone, Harry joined the 
Navy three days after high school 
graduation. 

He served two years in the Navy as 
a radioman second class and was the 
youngest supervisor of the watch at 
NBA, a major Navy shore station. 
After leaving the Navy in 1946, he went 
to the Polytechnic Institute of Brook- 
lyn to earn a BS in electrical engineer- 
ing, becoming a ham while a freshman 
there. 

Harry worked for ERCO Radio 


Labs on Long Island, a small firm 
owned by Edward Ruth, W2GYL. 
(The company’s chief engineer was 
Everett Gibbs, W2FI). Then, for the 
next 38 years, until his retirement, he 
worked for Sperry (now Unisys). It 
was there that he met 
his YF, Kay. 

Harry was an im- 
portant partofARRL 
for nearly four de- 
cades, beginning with 
his election as NYC- 
LI Section Communi- 
cations Manager in 
1955. He also served 
as Hudson Division 
Vice Director 
(1961-64); Division 
Director (1965-72) 
and ARRL President 
(1972-82). Since 1984, 
he’s been ARRL 
President Emeritus. 

In his ten years as 
ARRL President, 
Harry logged more than 500,000 miles 
of air travel—visiting all 50 states, plus 
Puerto Rico, the Canal Zone, Canada, 
and Mexico. Although he did not 
attend, he takes special pridein ARRL’s 


success at the 1979 World Administra-_ | 


tive Radio Conference (WARC-79). 
Now living in Charlottesville, VA, 
Harry is in his second term as QCWA 
President, a Director of the Albermarle 
ARC, and a Volunteer Examiner. In 
1992, he received his club’s Elmer of 
the Year Award.

Gus Gironda, W2JE, SK 


Augustine J. Gironda, W2JE (QCWA #977) passed away 
January 18, 1993. Gus (affectionately known as “Uncle 
Gus”) began his long career in electronic communications 
upon joining the U.S. Navy in 1919. Being interested in 
Wireless, he was sent to the Great Lakes, Illinois training 
center (NAJ) for the radio course. 

His first duty post was at shore station NAM, Norfolk, 
VA. Following a stint there, he was transferred to NAN, 
Cape Lookout, NC where he operated the shore station. At 
NAN each message had to be re-sent over the landlines to 
Western Union in Morehead, NC—a big job. In 1922 Gus 
was transferred to the USS Wright, NIRN where he served 
until discharged at the Philadelphia Naval Yard. 

Gus began his amateur career in the Boy Scouts, when. 
at 14 years of age, he built his first spark transmitter with 
a Ford Coil and a homebrew receiver with a crystal detector. 
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After leaving the Navy he obtained his amateur license in 
1923 (2JE). He then went to sea working for the American- 
Hawaiian Luckenbach and last, with the Oriental-Oceanic 
SS Company sailing to the China Coast and back to San 
Francisco, a long three-month trip. In 1939 Gus went 
ashore to work for the CAA at one of their stations in 
Altoona, then transferred to WSY in New York. 

With the advent of WW II, Gus was called to report to 
Camp Mills, NY for duty with the Signal Company there. 
He was then sent to Okinawa. Returning to the United 
States, he did a stint in Newfoundland as Commander of 
an AC & W Squadron. Following that he spent three years 
at Wright Patterson, in charge of the Communications 
Section, then to Panama as Commander of an AACS 
Squadron. In 1960 he was sent to Norton Air Force Base 
as Chief of Communication, Branch Ballistic Missile 
Systems. Gus was retired in 1962 with disabilities incurred 
on Okinawa, as Lieutenant Colonel. 

On October 27, 1967, Gus became General Manager of 
the Quarter Century Wireless Association, Gus brought 
unlimited enthusiasm and energy into play, and largely 
through his efforts, QCWA grew by leaps and bounds. He 
personally visited many local chapters, and hamfests repre- 
senting QCWA and working to enroll new members. He 
carried on this work until his resignation on August 1, 1974. 
Gus had been receiving radiation treatments for some time, 
and while his general health was good, he simply felt unable 
to carry on in the manner in which he felt was required for 
QCWA’s welfare. 

With his duties lightened, Gus then undertook to work 
with Ray Meyers, W6MLZ, for the betterment of the Old 
Old Timers Club, and served the organization in official 
capacity from the time of his election as Secretary/Trea- 
surer, in 1984 until his death. 

Gus Gironda, W2JE never failed to go “the extra mile.” 
He worked for all of Amateur Radio and inspired many of 
us to do more than we believed possible. simply by his 
example. We shall miss him. 

Gus was born July 18, 1902, in Larchmount, NY and is 
survived by his wife, Frances: son, Augustine, Jr., WB6MOJ; 
and grandsons. Those who spoke to him many times are 
familiar with his closing words following any conversa- 
tion . . . “Watch out for the swinging doors.”
